
Race, Clamour on Airport Day Agenda Saturday
The second annual Torrance Airport Day at Mu­ 

nicipal Airport Saturday will be spotlighted by comely 
Kathy Marlowe, Hollywood movie star, who will attempt 
to learn to solo a plane that day at the airport on Pacific 
Coast Hwy. between Hawthorne and Crenshaw.

The blonde star, who never has flown before, will 
 tart receiving flying instructions at 9:30 a.m. when 
Airport Day officially gets under way. Before the 
event's close at 5 p.m., Miss Marlowe will try to solo. 
Instructions and planes will be furnished by Skyline 
Co., a local concern at the airport.

The gala event is sponsored by the Airport Com­ 
mission, the Torrance Chamber of Commerce, and the 
City of Torrance. General Chairman Joe Doss of the 
Chamber's Aviation Committee said Miss Marlowe's 
attempt to solo had been added to the day's activities 
to dramatize the ease in which one may become a pilot 
today and to arouse public awareness in the future of 
aviation, especially at Municipal Airport here.

A bevy of activities has been planned for Airport

Day. One of the worlds' largest aircraft, a Douglas 
C-133A, will he named the "City of Torrance" at the 
festivities. Torrancc's first lady, Mrs. Albert Isen, will 
christen the great turbo-prop heavy cargo transport at 
1 p.m. Doss recently reported that only one other 
city San Francisco had been honored in this manner, 
adding that arrangements have been made for the pub­ 
lic to go aboard the sky monster to view first-hand the 
new craft.

The C-133 has the ability to haul a 41,700-pound 
payload, can fly 3500 nautical miles or a 95,000-pound 
load for distances up to 1500 miles. Ninety-six per 
cent of all ground force military vehicles can be hauled 
fully assembled by the great ship. First flight of the 
craft was in April, 1.956. It is 157 feet 6 inches long 
and has a wing span of 179 feet 8 inches and a height 
of 48 feet plus a few more inches.

Another feature of Airport Day will be a model 
airplane "dog fight." Four local boys will conduct a 
mock battle at the event, with performances at 11 a.m.

Day will be lovely Sharon Smith, Miss Airpon Day.

Scheduled

A 25-year-old woman, for­ 
merly of Torrance, will receive 
a preliminary hearing on 
eight counts of forgery tomor­ 
row in South Bay Municipal 
Court, Division 3.

Mrs. ' Elizabeth Katherine 
Ellis, Chula Vista, is accused 
of passing some 30 worthless 
checks in two months totaling 
$1500 in money and merchan­ 
dise, according to the forgery 
division of Torrance police.

The woman was apprehend­ 
ed in Gardena Tuesday night, 
Sept. 1, by Gardena police and 
returned here. Prior to being 
arrested, she allegedly passed 
several bogus checks in Lo- 
mita. Mrs. Ellis is being held 
in Los Angeles County Jail in 
lieu of $2000 bond. She now 
is on probation from San 
Diego and Los Angeles coun­ 
ties on "non-sufficient fund" 
check charges, Torrance detec­ 
tives stated.

The woman, native of Chula 
Vista, passed the checks in the 
South Bay area and in Long 
Beach, it was reported. In her 
latest spree of signing worth­ 
less checks, she used the name 
of a Torrance housewife.

Market Hit 
At Closing

Two armed burglaries totaling a haul of $17,700 and 
two other burglaries involving $95 and other goods were 
reported as having occurred over the weekend by Torrance 
police.

John Deere of the Foods Co. Market, 2655 Pacific Coast 
Hwy., told police that about
10:25 p.m. Saturday, two men 
entered the establishment and 
forced him to hand over 
about $17,500 in cash. One 
of the three suspects hid in 
the store until closing time, 
and then accosted Deere witli 
another buddy. The third sus­ 
pect remained in the car.

Deere said he was pushing 
a market cart with the day's 
receipts when one of the pair, 
a Mexican about 23 years of 
age, and standing about six 
feet one and a half inches and 
weighing about 160 pounds, 
sneaked up behind him. This 
suspect barked:

"If you make one move, I'll 
kill you and if you trip any 
alarm or if any police come 
in, you'll be the first to go."

THE SUSPECT forced 
Deere to take the money out 
of the money bag and place it 
in a paper sack, while he 
brandished a double-barrel 
shotgun.

The two burglars were go­ 
ing to take Deere with them

The burglar ordered Black- 
stock to "find the other box" 
and he snatched up bills in 
them also. While the burglary 
was going on, a customer en­ 
tered the place and the sus­ 
pect quickly went to the rear 
of the station so he wouldn't 
be seen.
